Tesco has withdrawn its application to 
build a supermarket, hotel and flats on 
the old Toby Jug site in Tolworth. 

The supermarket giant announced 
on Tuesday it had scrapped its plans 
as they stand, and will now consider 
its options regarding the land, which it 
bought in 2002. 

Roberto Munoz, Tesco’s head of cor¬ 
porate affairs for London, said: “We 
have reluctantly decided to withdraw 
the application for our Spenhill site in 
Tolworth. 

“We know how important this site is 
to Kingston’s future and we wanted to 
thank our many supporters and every¬ 
one who has worked hard on this 
application. 

“We were encouraged the officers 
supported the principle of all the uses 
of the site, including a new supermar¬ 
ket, a hotel and 269 much-needed new 
homes, but we were disappointed the 
application was recommended for 
refusal. 

“Our commitment is to delivering 
something that works for the commu¬ 
nity and we will continue to consult 
and review what’s best for Tolworth. 

“We will keep everyone informed 
during this process.” 


Tesco’s application was due to 
be decided by Kingston Council 
at a now-cancelled development 
control committee meeting tomorrow 
evening. 

A report by planning officers recom¬ 
mended refusal. It said: “The applicant 
has been given every opportunity to 
submit an application which is likely 
to be considered favourably. 

“However, the amendments required 
to make the application acceptable are 
substantial and would materially 
change the development proposal. 

“They would require further consul¬ 
tation to be undertaken.” 

The development would have meant 
the creation of 250 jobs, of which a 
third would have gone to people who 
had been unemployed for more than 
six months. 

Tolworth and Hook Rise councillor 
Vicki Harris said: “Let’s hope this time 
they realise that what is needed on 
that site is not another Tesco store.”

Seven years on and still no justice 


The mother of a New Malden 
teenager shot dead at an ice 
rink seven years ago has held a 
candlelight vigil on the an¬ 
niversary of his death. 

Seventeen-year-old James 
Andre Smartt-Ford was 
gunned down in front of more 
than 300 young people at a 
disco night at Streatham Ice 
Arena on February 3, 2007. 

On Monday, his mother 
Tracey Smartt-Ford held a 
vigil outside the rink in memo¬ 
ry of the former Coombe Boys’ 
School and Carshalton College 
pupil. 

James, known as Dre to fami¬ 
ly and friends, was in the area 
at the bottom of the stairs 
leading on to the ice, when he 
was approached by a black

youth wearing dark clothing. 

He was shot twice, but he 
managed to stagger a few 


metres on to the ice before 
collapsing. 

No one has ever been charged 
with his murder, despite 18 ar¬ 
rests - including seven on the 
night of the shooting - with no 
further action ever taken. 

Mrs Smartt-Ford has since 
set up the Jags Foundation, a 
non-profit community compa¬ 
ny, which aims to address 
youth violence. 

The Metropolitan Police are 
still offering a reward of up to 
£20,000 for information lead¬ 
ing to the identification, arrest 
and prosecution of those re¬ 
sponsible for James’ death.

1 was failed by system’ 


A victim of domestic violence 
who suffered physical and emo¬ 
tional abuse for more than two 
decades has said she was “sys¬ 
tematically failed” by the courts 
and people employed to help her. 

The woman was speaking at the 
annual general meeting of 
Kingston’s Islamic Resource Cen¬ 
tre, where women from different 
backgrounds spoke out about 
their experiences of domestic vio¬ 
lence on Wednesday last week. 

At the Shiraz Mirza Community 
Hall, the woman stared at the 
floor and shook as she told her 
story. 

Now four years into a legal 
battle with her husband 
that she said left her homeless 
and penniless, she told of how one 
court lost her divorce papers, 
while a solicitor was found guilty 
of misappropriating her client 
funds. 

She said: “Four years into a 
legal battle and I have run out of 
money. It was systematic abuse 
against a background of domestic 
abuse. 

“I got to the point where I was 
suicidal. As an abused person you 
need to feel validated. I have been 
systematically failed.” 

Another woman from Kingston 
ended up fearing for her life when

a relationship turned violent. 

She said: “They are good at mir¬ 
roring what you are looking for - 
they are very, very clever. I think 
I was the third such relationship 
in his life. 

“I was locked in a room for five 
hours -1 had my nose broken. 

“It was really, really horrific. I 
was fighting for my life and I was¬ 
n’t sure I would see my children 
again.” 

Often in cases of domestic 
violence many of the same 
women find themselves in similar 
situations in new relationships. 

Last month’s Operation Big 
Wing, which aimed to target per¬ 
petrators of domestic violence 
across London, did not make any 
domestic violence-related arrests 
in the borough. 

Jo Keogh, Kingston’s crisis and 
risk manager at domestic vio¬ 
lence support group One Stop 
Shop, said the same perpetrators 
cropped up again and again. 

She said: “You have to remem¬ 
ber it is not just the same victim, 
it’s also the same perpetrator. 
And that perpetrator will go on to 
another abusive relationship. 

“It is far more likely that you 


will see the same name of a male 
perpetrator come up time and 
time again than see the same vic¬ 
tim. We need more money put 
into perpetrator programmes. 

“It is about holding somebody to 
account through the criminal 
justice system. 

“I do have faith in the criminal 
justice system. I have seen people 
go into prison for domestic 
abuse.” 

In the past two years the num¬ 
ber of domestic violence inci¬ 
dents in Kingston has dropped 
while detection rates have in¬ 
creased. 

A spokesman from Kingston po¬ 
lice said: “The detection rate last 
rolling year was 43.2 per cent, this 
year it is 56.8 per cent - an in¬ 
crease of 13.6 per cent. 

“This is an increase of 32 of¬ 
fences detected. 

“We take all allegations of do¬ 
mestic violence seriously and will 
continue to investigate robustly.”

Hundreds of revellers de¬ 
scended upon Chessington for 
an all-night rave that could be 
heard for miles around. 

Kingston police have since 
arrested one man and secured 
the disused warehouse in Cox 
Lane industrial estate where 
an estimated 500 people par- 
tied until about 8.45am on 
Sunday. 

Up to 15 squatters have also 
left the premises voluntarily. 

Residents in Chessington, 
Berrylands, Surbiton and 
New Malden all reported 
hearing the noise throughout 
Saturday night and Sunday 
morning. 

One Chessington resident, 
who did not give their name, 
said: “There were hundreds of 
young adults roaming the 
streets making noise and the

music was heard in the sur¬ 
rounding areas. 

“The music was still going 
on at 8.30am and only two po¬ 
lice cars on site who said that 
they only started at 8am and 
were dealing with it. 

“It just looked like they were 
having a chat to some of the 
party-goers.” 

One woman from Malden 
Road in New Malden said: 
“It sounded like a kango 
hammer. 

“I thought it was somebody 
drilling. We thought they 
were doing roadworks.” 

Several people vented their 
frustration at the seemingly 
slow reaction of police. 

On Monday, Kingston police 


arrested a man at the Cox 
Lane site on suspicion of 
breaching his bail and pos¬ 
sessing drugs. 

A police spokesman said the 
property was now secure and 
had been returned to the own¬ 
ers after squatters left volun¬ 
tarily. 

Chief Inspector Gary Taylor 
said: “During the course of 
the night Kingston officers li¬ 
aised with the security from 
the event to ensure a clear di¬ 
alogue with the organisers. 

“Following a risk assess¬ 
ment we believed it was safer 
to manage the event in the lo¬ 
cation rather than have the 
potential for possible large 
scale incident while trying to 
close it down. 

“With police pressure, a 
phased closure was 


implemented starting at 6am, 
finally closing at 9am. We are 
not aware of any reports of 
criminality from this party 
during the event.” 

A Kingston Council 
spokesman said: “We will con¬ 
tinue to support the police 
wherever we can to prevent 
illegal activities such as this 
taking place in Kingston.” 

Chessington North council¬ 
lor Margaret Thompson said: 
“Neither [Kingston Council] 
nor the police knew about it in 
advance and it did not have 
permission from anyone.” 

In 2000, a rave in Tolworth 
Court Farm saw thousands of 
travellers party for three days 
before leaving. Police said at 
the time dispersing the ravers 
could have caused a public 
order problem.

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Police swoop 
in dine raids 


Diners at a New Malden Chi¬ 
nese restaurant found them¬ 
selves in the middle of an 
immigration raid. 

Police and Home Office offi¬ 
cials raided Noodle Express, in 
Coombe Road, on Thursday 
January 23, moving on two 
workers before arresting 
another. 

Confused punters were still 
allowed in for dinner, sharing 
the restaurant with burly en¬ 
forcement officers wearing 
stab vests. 

A 43-year-old Chinese man, 
who the Home Office later said 
was a failed asylum seeker, and 
a 26-year-old Sri Lankan man 
who had overstayed his visa, 
were led out of Noodle Express. 

Another Chinese man, 24, 
was arrested for working in 
breach of his visa conditions. 
He is now in immigration de¬ 
tention pending removal from 
the country. 

Noodle Express manager 
Joey Lam said: “It’s definitely a 
misunderstanding. We do our 
job. 

“We’ve been here for 15 or 20 
years. We never get people 
working without permits and 
things like that.” 

Officers also visited the near¬ 
by Ephesus kebab shop, finding

another man thought to be 
working illegally. 

Sergeant Eddie Armstrong, 
from Kingston police, said: “As 
[officers] entered, a male was 
seen to run off. A short time 
later, the male was located and 
arrested.” 

The man, a 22-year-old from 
Pakistan, had overstayed his 
visa. 

He was put on immigration 
bail and could be removed if he 
is found to have no right to re¬ 
main in the UK. Officials said 
the man had been living in a 
disused kitchen space. 

Both businesses could be 
fined £10,000 for each illegal 
worker, if they cannot prove 
they carried out checks on 
them. 

A visit to the Royal Gurkha 
restaurant earlier in the 
evening did not turn up any 
illegal workers. 

The Home Office said the ser¬ 
vice station in Brighton Road, 
Surbiton, was also raided re¬ 
cently. 

A 31-year-old Sri Lankan 
man found working in breach 
of his visa could be removed 
from the UK.

A personal trainer from Berry- 
lands has found himself catapult¬ 
ed to national fame as a lifesaver. 

Neil Laybourn, 31, saved the life 
of Jonny Benjamin six years ago 
as the younger man, just 20 at the 
time, prepared to take his own life 
on Waterloo Bridge. 

Earlier this month Mr Benjamin 
launched the Find Mike campaign 
online and in the press to find the 
mystery man who helped him on 
that wet January day in 2008 - and 
the pair were reunited on Tuesday. 

Mr Laybourn, who runs a gym in 
central London, said: “I couldn’t 
believe it when I saw the cam¬ 
paign, I got in touch straight away.

“I was so pleased to see how well 
Jonny was doing. I had thought 
about him over the years and had 
always hoped he was OK. 

“When we met, it was clear how 
much that encounter on the bridge 
meant to Jonny, he told me it was a 
pivotal moment in his life. 

“I did what anyone would do. I 
wasn’t trying to fix his problems 
that day, I just listened.” 

Mr Benjamin, who has a form of 
schizophrenia, was helped in his 
campaign by charity Rethink Men¬ 
tal Illness. 


He said: “It means the world to 
me to finally have the opportunity 
to say thank you. 

“That day on the bridge my life 
hit rock bottom, but meeting Neil, 
I felt so happy, it couldn’t be more 
of a contrast. 

“It’s as though I’ve come full 
circle and that chapter of my life 
has now closed. I want everyone to 
know that you can recover and 
that things can get better.” 

Paul Jenkins, Rethink chief ex¬ 
ecutive, said: “We don’t talk about 
these issues enough, but the more 
we do, the more we break down 
the stigma that surrounds 
them.”

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Disgraced ex-leader 
now in Brixton prison

Disgraced former council leader 
Derek Osbourne has been moved 
to a prison plagued by drugs, bul¬ 
lying and intimidation. 

The ex-politician, who was sen¬ 
tenced to two years in prison in 
October for possessing and dis¬ 
tributing thousands of indecent 
images of children, has been 
moved from Wandsworth prison 
to category C Brixton. 

Famous former inmates include 
Mick Jagger, philosopher 
Bertrand Russell, rapper Giggs 
and former Labour leader George 
Lansbury. 

The cells were vermin-infested 
and plagued by gang violence 
when chief inspector for England 
and Wales Anne Owers visited in 
2008. 

The prison is for inmates who 
are considered unlikely to try to 
escape, but who cannot be trusted 
in a category D or open prison. 

It houses up to 798 prisoners 
across four residential units. 

Facilities include a gym, which 
offers a range of accredited physi¬ 
cal education programmes, and a 
newly-refurbished learning and 
skills centre. 

But a 2013 annual report by the 


Independent Monitoring Board 
said there were drugs, gambling 
and intimidation inside. 

The report said: “Brixton’s ac¬ 
commodation is old, and of poor 
standard, from a lack of historic 
capital investment. 

“A major concern for the board 
this year has been the availability 
of illicit drugs, mobile phones 
and other items of contraband. 

“This has led to gambling, 


indebtedness, bullying and intim¬ 
idation, resulting, in some areas, 
in a significant deterioration of 
the generally harmonious regime 
in the prison.” 

Most prisoners share a cell with 
bunk beds, with an uncovered 
and sometimes unscreened toilet. 

In 2012, it was the setting of chef 
Gordon Ramsay’s television show 
Gordon Behind Bars, where he 
taught inmates to cook.

Theatre bosses have held talks 
with independent music store 
Banquet Records about the possi¬ 
bility of bringing some of its live 
shows to the High Street venue.

Meanwhile, the Rose is looking 
to shake up its programming 
after posting a loss of £204,000 in 
its annual accounts for 2012-13. 

Although it already has a musi¬ 
cal programme of jazz, classical 
and even opera, the prospect of 
established indie acts playing the 
venue would be a departure.

“We just don’t seem to be able to 
find a date at the moment, but 
we’re damned if we’re not going 
to make this work.” 

Mr Tolley said: “I think the de¬ 
sire is there, but the practices of 
the venue don’t match up with 
^ the desire.” 

Kingston Councillor 
Barry O’Mahony, a 
trustee at the Rose, said: 
“I’d be happy to see that 
dialogue start. 

“If you look at events 
such as Masks and 
Basques (a burlesque- 
style show) it can get 
pretty raucous. The 
seats on the floor can 
come out, and it’s bril¬ 
liant when that happens. 
It can be quite edgy.”

Credit rating holds the key 


Would-be-buyers urged to review their credit reports 
before applying to join the Help to Buy scheme

Check your credit rating if you 
want to take advantage of the Gov¬ 
ernment’s Help to Buy scheme. 

That’s the advice of Experian 
CreditExpert which carried out 
research among those hoping to 
buy a home through the scheme. It 
found almost two fifths (39 per 
cent) of 20 to 40-year-olds were 
planning to apply to the Help to 
Buy mortgage scheme in 2014. 

But only two fifths of them (40 
per cent) were registered to the 
electoral roll at their current ad¬ 
dress - something that can be a 
key factor not only in passing the 
identity verification checks and 
also in ensuring credit reports are 
as accurate as possible. 

The insight report found a quar¬ 
ter of would-be applicants have 
never reviewed their own credit 
report and seven per cent have not 
saved for a deposit. 

More than a quarter (26 per cent) 
have saved less than the £5,000 re¬ 
quired to partake in the scheme. 

The report is based on inter¬ 
views with more than 2,000 20 to 
40-year-olds. It found:

With news that the Royal household is 
struggling to make ends meet, Gocom- 
pare.com has worked out that the 
British monarchy could save nearly 
£50,000 of taxpayers’ money if they 
switched energy providers for Bucking¬ 
ham Palace alone. 

The Public Accounts Committee has 
reported back on the state of the 
Queen’s finances and has found that 
the Royal household has overspent to 
such an extent that it now has only 
£1 million surplus in its accounts, the 
lowest level in history. 

The report said that the Queen’s “an¬ 
tiquated” boilers are more than 60 
years old. Gocompare.com has delved 
into the Queen’s household bills and 
worked out ways she could save by 
switching. 

Buckingham Palace has 775 
rooms and 78 bathrooms - the Public 
Accounts Committee 
report (released Jan¬ 
uary 28) states that

year the palace’s electricity consump¬ 
tion increased by three per cent and its 
gas consumption increased by 14 per 
cent. 

The electricity bill for Buckingham 
Palace and the Royal Mews was 
£312,000 and the gas bill was £462,000. 

Gocompare.com energy experts 
estimated that if the Royal household 
switched energy providers for Bucking¬ 
ham Palace alone they could save more 
than £48,000 a year.
